TIJUANA, Mexico, Jan. 26— 
The Rosarito Beach Casino, 
operated by former St. Louisan 
John Mooney and partners, was 
raided last night by 60 Mexi- 
can federal undercover agents 
and 100 armed soldiers. 
Seventy-three Americans and 
10. Mexicans were arrested. 
Those held included employes 
and customers of the dice and 
blackjack games. All were held 
aporentv at Rosarito Beach 
otel, site of the casino. The 
hotel overlooks the Pacific 
ocean on the highway between 
Tijuana and Ensenada. 


‘The federal agents arrived 
in Tijuana during the last sev- 
eral days in small groups so 
their presence would not be- 
come known. Their leaders 
came by plane from Mexico 
City last night. The raid began 
at 11:30 p.m. (Pacific coast 
time). 


The soldiers surrounded the 
hotel to prevent any one from 
leaving. Many Americans who 
were in the hotel, but outside 
the casino, were reported to 
have been questioned by the 
raiders. 

Col. Manuel Saurez Domin- 
quez, chief of federal judicial 

ice, led the raid. Cardenas 

ojas, representing the federal 
Attorney General, accompanied 
the raiders. The prisoners were 
to be taken before a federal 
judge at Tijuana, on the bor- 
der, 18 miles north of the Rosa- 
rité Beach resort. Casino em-

Arce, chief cashier, and Tony 
and John Neals of Hollywood, 
described by police as assistant 
cashiers.

MOSCOW, Jan. 26—The So- 
viet Government emphasized 
yesterday that the withdrawal 
of Western troops from West 
Berlin was the only basis it 
would accept for East-West ne- 
gotiations on a settlement of 
the crisis over that isolated 
city. 

The emphasis was pointedly | 
made in Moscow newspaper | 
reports of the statement made | 
by Anastas I. Mikoyan Satur- 
day in the Kremlin the day 
after his return from the 
United States. 

The statement, as issued by 
Tass and published in Pravda 
and Izvestia, was a clear sign 
that the essence of the original 
Soviet proposal was unchanged 
and that the Kremlin's - ex- 
pressed willingness to extend 
the time of negotiations was 
not a sign of readiness to com- 
promise on this basic issue. 

Not Whether—But When. 

This was considered signifi- 
cant here in the light of re- 
ports from Washington that 
American officials believe the 
talks with the Soviet Union on 
the Berlin question might soon 
get started. As far as Soviet 
leaders are concerned, this 
would mean that the Western 


powers would not be talking 
about whether their troops 
should be withdrawn from 


West Berlin but about how and 
when this would take place. 

Mikoyan gave the impression 
that he was certain the East- 
West talks on the subject would 
take place. There was still a 
question whether the Khrush- 
chev government’ envisaged 
talks that could last for six 
months or were pressing for 
talks that they hoped would be 
concluded by May 27, six 
months from the time their 
original proposal was made. 

The only modification to fe 
found in Mikoyvan’s remarks 
was that those talks could be 
prolonged if it appeared that 
the West and the Soviet Union 
were on the road to agreement 
about the removal of the West- 
ern occupation forces from Ber- 
lin. 

Quotation in Pravda. 

Pravda quoted Mikoyan as 
saying 

“If the tals take place in a 

epirit of reciprocal desire to 
find a correct solution of the 
problem, if we are convinced of 
the goodwill on the part of the 
Western powers to negotiate 
with the object of ending the 
occupation regime in West Ber- 
lin, it would not be difficult, 
I believe, to. extend the talks. 
for two or three weeks or even 
for two or three months.” 
» (This quotation appeared to 
be a correction in Mikoyan’s re- 
marks. As heard and reported 
by Western newsmen, Mikoyan 
had said the deadline for con- ' 
cluding an agreement on Berlin 
might be extended for “a few 
days or a few months.”) 

In describing the Soviet Un- 
fYon's proposal to neutralize 
West Berlin and convert it into 
an independent city-state in- 
side Communist East Germany, 
Mikoyan was quoted in Pravda 
as having said that it was his 
government's hope that “all 
powers concerned with the 
United Nations would guaran- 
tee this status of West Berlin.”

RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 26

The world Communist 
parties then adopted a resolu- 
tion proclaiming the solidarity 
of the “socialist camp” under 
Soviet leadership. All the par- 
ticipants except Yugoslavia 
signed this and their decisions 
led to the virtual expulsion of 
Yugoslavia from the Commu- 
nist fold. 

This is the first congress 
since Khrushchev took over su- 
preme leadership of the Soviet 
Union and his opening speech 
is expected to range wide over 
the field of foreign policy and 
perhaps give new insight on 
Soviet aims in the Middle East 
and Germany. 

There will be 1200 voting 
delegates of U.S.S.R. Commu- 
nists and 80 non-voting dele- 
gates.

It is fortunate indeed that 
citrus fruits are so abundant 
now, just in time to brighten 
January meals. Grapefruit and 
oranges add a sunny note to 
menus, from appetizers to des- 
serts, but they add a great deal 
more than fresh, delightful 
flavor. They are _ veritable 
storehouses of vitamin C, so 
important to general health, 
and since very little of this 
vitamin can be stored in the 
body it is important that food 
containing it should be in- 
cluded in every day's meals. 

Have you tasted any grape- 
fruit within the past week or 
10 days? This is the very peak 
of the season for flavor, with 
high sugar content. So take 
your choice of white-meated 
fruit or of the pretty pink va- 
rieties, and discover how many 
ways it can be served for any 
meal of the day. 

A half of a grapefruit is a 
refreshing way to start the day. 
Those who enjoy the tart juici- 
ness of the fruit may add salt, 
nutmeg, or eat the fruit plain. 
But the “sweet-tooths” have a 
wide choice of 
spice, and everything nice.” 
Honey, brown sugar, maple 
sirup and molasses are all de- 
licious toppings. 

Broiled grapefruit is a good 
winter dessert; to add a bit of 
glamor, prepare it like this: 

Cut each grapefruit into 
half; sprinkle with brown 
sugar and dot with butter or 
margarine. Just before serving, 
broil each grapefruit half until 
it bubbles and begins to 
brown around the edges. Then 
put a cube of sugar in the cen- 
ter of each half, pour a few 
drops of peppermint oil over 
each cube, light the sugar 
with a match and carry to the 
table while still flaming. 

Grapefruit has countless pos- 
sibilities for salads. Use the 
scooped-out halves as salad 
bowls for grapefruit chunks 
combined with other fruits 
such as apples, bananas, and 
cherries. 

Fresh grapefruit segments 
arranged on each side of as- 
paragus stalks garnished with 
strips of pimiento, served on a 
bed of salad greens, make an 
attractive salad. A dieter’s de- 
light is a king-size salad bowl 
of orange and plump grape- 
fruit sections, shrimp and cot- 
tage cheese. 

Here is another salad to keep 
in mind for the Lenten season: 
Grapefruit Seafood Salad. 
Two cups grapefruit pieces. 

Two cups flaked, cooked fish 
(lobster, crab, salmon or tuna). 

One cup diced celery. 

One-half cup Grapefruit 
French Dressing.* 

Combine and serve on let- 
tuce with additional dressing 
of mayonnaise. 

*Grapefruit French Dressing: 

Four tablespoons grapefruit 
juice. 

Six tablespoons salad oil. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon paprika. 

Stir or shake well before 
serving. 

For a. sweeter dressing, add 
one-fourth cup red jelly.

The Over-All Cost 


Most of us are very happy with 
the private practice of medicine 
and have no desire to switch over 
to private charity clinics or tax- 
supported clinics. 


The unfortunate people who 
must accept this type of medicine 
do so from necessity and not from 
choice, with a few neurotic ex- 
ceptions. But many of us are 
faced with real problems as to 
how to pay for the excellent med- 
ical care available to us through 
our private physicians. 

It is not that the fees are ex- 
cessive. The difficulty lies in the 
total cost of medical care, which 
also includes dental care, med- 
icines, tests and treatments. I am 
not including hospital costs be- 
cause I believe that if people 
could afford to get adequate med- 
ical care at home from their own 
physicians some of the trips to 
the hospital would not be neces- 
sary. 

I have a friend who has had to 
retire recently. Her income is 
small but with good management 
she can take care of her living 
expenses. But her medical ex- 
penses now have assumed a lux- 
ury status. 


While her doctor would gladly 
treat her free of charge he cannot 
be asked to pay the $30 a month 
her drugs cost and the $15 a 
month her treatments and tests 
cost. 


She will have to be treated at 
either a charity clinic or a tax- 
supported clinic. This has made 
her most unhappy, as the confi- 
dence and feeling of security she 
receives from her own doctor are 
important to her well-being. 


Organized medicine, which is 
so anxious to protect the private 
practitioner, and rightly so, seems 
unable to grasp the facts of the 
over-all cost of modern medicine. 
Its ‘No’ to all proposals to make 
it possible for the average person 
to pay for good private medical 
care is pushing us down the road 
to socialized medicine against our 
wishes. Nurse

It has also failed to note 
that physicians’ salaries have 
doubled and trebled because of 
the failure to admit more capable 
men who are not given the op- 
portunity to enter the medical 
profession. 

No one disputes the long and 
arduous study and the pittance 
that a young doctor of medicine 
receives upon completion of that 
study, but there is certainly dis- 
pute as to the direct divine au- 
thority of the A.M.A. to decide 
how many.men it will allow to 
enter medical school.

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Why Not Missouri? 

Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of New York is 
weighing two alternate methods of putting 
the state income tax on a pay-as-you-go basis. 
By either method, Missouri could collect sev- 
eral million dollars in additional revenue 
without raising taxes. 

One system studied by the Rockefeller Ad- 
ministration would give employers withhold- 
ing tables specifying amounts to be deducted 
from paychecks as state taxes. The other 
would require employers to deduct a speci- 
fied percentage of the federal withholding 
tax for the state. 

Most pay-as-you-go states follow the first 
system. Vermont, for example, issues tax ta- 
bles from which employers compute taxes 
withheld for each employe on the basis of his 
earnings and exemptions. This method re- 
duces the number of refunds a state must pay 
because taxes withheld correspond closely to 
actual taxes. But the employer is required 
to do about the same kind of bookkeeping 
which he does in withholding federal taxes. 

A few states use the second system. Colo- 
rado calls for a flat reduction of 4 per cent of 
the amount withheld for federal tax purposes. 
This is a simple procedure for the employers. 
But state withholding rates here do not cor- 
respond closely to federal rates, so extensive 
refunds are involved. 

Oregon, which pioneered in state withhold- 
ing, adopted still a third system. Oregon de- 
ducts a flat rate of 2 per cent of gross pay- 
rolls, and makes refunds on the basis of indi- 
vidual tax returns. Again the method re- 
lieves employers of much computation, but 
the state’s refunds have run as high as 50 
per cent of the taxes withheld. 

Critics of withholding have protested that 
the pay-as-you-go system is burdensome for 
employers, and costly for the state to admin- 
ister. But the experience of the eleven with- 
holding states proves that there are various 
ways to meet these objections. 

State withholding need not be a great bur- 
den to employers who already must withhold 
federal taxes. Withholding need not create a 
wide margin between taxes withheld and 
actual taxes. And while refunds are inevitable 
under withholding or almost any other sys- 
tem, making refunds is never as costly for a 
state as failure to collect all taxes due. Tax 
evasion is an expensive problem for state 
governments and honest taxpayers as well. 

The sum of the experience of the pay-as- 
you-go states is that the effectiveness of with- 

holding depends in part on the system adopted 
—but whatever the system adopted, each 
withholding state has gained new revenue. 
These gains average more than 13 per cent. 
And the new income has nothing to do with 
higher taxes. 

New York, like Missouri, is contemplating 
higher tax rates. But in New York the Rocke- 
feller Administration recognizes that present 
taxes should be collected fully before new 
taxes are imposed. If New York can face up 
frankly to revenue needs with justice to tax- 
payers, why not Missouri? 


Enough of the Mob 


Fidel Castro showed good judgment when, 
from the perspective of Venezuela, he sent 
word to Havana suggesting the postponement 
of public trials of ‘“‘war criminals” in a sports 
arena. There had been altogether too much 
of a Roman holiday air about the so-called 
trial of Maj. Jesus Sosa Blanco, with 17,000 
spectators shouting “Kill him!” throughout 
the taking of evidence. A trial under these 
conditions is, indeed, a travesty. If it took 
a trip to Venezuela to make Castro see that, 
the journey was providential. Let us hope 
he will also grasp the fundamental fact that 
a mob once out of hand may be impossible 
to bring under control. If Castro wants to 
save the good name of his revolution he will 
put an end to Cuba’s orgy of the mob spirit 
and lead his people in buckling down to the 
job of reconstruction. 


Scare Tactic in Overland 

Overland’s Mayor Mort Jacobs has resorted 
to the ancient tactic of the tax scare in an 
effort to defeat a home rule charter in that 
community. His contention that higher taxes 
would be required to finance operations of 
the proposed Council - Mayor - Administrator 
government is unsupported. The answer to 
it is that efficiencies possible under the home 
rule plan will more than offset the cost of a 
full-time professional administrator to super- 
vise day-to-day operations, which now are 
handled on a part-time basis by an amateur, 
namely Mr. Jacobs. Overland voters will be 
well advised to ignore the scare cries of 
those who have a vested interest in the pres- 
ent system. A vote For the Charter at the 
Feb. 5 special election is their best protec- 
tion against waste of tax money. 


The Old Nehru Again 

India’s Prime Minister Nehru evidently has 
recovered from his weariness or the disillu- 
sion with his own Congress party which not so 
long ago brought him to the verge of retire- 
ment. At the party’s convention recently 
he was all energy and determination. He ig- 
nored the propaganda from Russia and China, 
directed against him since he denounced 
Communism as a creed of violence, just as 
he ignores the more timid and short-winded 
of his followers. 

The latter complained that India had bitten 
off more than it can chew in its current 
$10,000,000,000 five-year plan which now is 
in its third year, but Nehru declared that 
there can be no time for breath-catching: an- 
other five-year plan, the third, is to be pre- 
pared even while new energy is to be brought 
into play to make the current one a success. 
Nehru wants it to be more ambitious than 
the second. Only by speeding up capital for- 


mation, investment and industrialization, he. 


says, can India hope to deal with the gigantic 
problems intensified by its 7,000,000-a-year 
population growth. ) 

He is right when he says that the effort 
must be proportionate to the need. This is 
the way a democracy can prove it is capable 
of performing the feats which the Commu- 
nists promise.

A Man W ho Got Worked Up 


Representative John A. Blatnik’s involun- 
tary retirement from the investigatory field 
is Congress’s loss, and the country’s. The 
Minnesotan had conducted a vigorous and 
courageous investigation into the effects of 
cigarettes on health, the effectiveness of fil- 
ters, and the advertising claims of weight- 
reducing pills, toothpastes and tranquillizers. 
This year he was hoping to look into adver- 
tising claims for cosmetics. 

The interests Mr. Blatnik has offended have 
had no influence, we trust, in the abolition 
of his subcommittee by the chairman of the 
parent Government Operations Committee, 
Representative William L. Dawson of Illi- 
nois. Representative Blatnik’s crusading 
spirit showed itself even earlier in his direc- 
tion of a subcommittee on water pollution 
control. A program of grants-in-aid for 
sewage disposal systems, the first of its kind, 
resulted, and Representative Blatnik fol- 
lowed through to defend his program from 
those who sought, largely through indiffer- 
ence, to destroy it. 

In both these investigations Mr. Blatnik, 
who had not been much heard from before, 
showed the capacity for generating enthu- 
siasm, for getting at the facts, and for fight- 
ing for what he thought should be done 
without punches pulled on account of polit- 
ical expendiency. That is the kind of attitude 
the country needs in congressional investiga- 
tions. The Eighty-sixth Congress will be the 
poorer if it does not make use of that attitude 
wherever it is to be found. 


Of a Hardy Band 


Mrs. Virgil Loeb was one of that hardy and 
select company of “reformers” who are irri- 
tating to politicians and indispensable to a 
well functioning community. From the days 
of suffragism to the Constitutional Conven- 
tion of 1945 and after, Tess Loeb was per- 
petually dissatisfied with things as they are 
and tirelessly devoted to making them better. 
It takes hardihood to stick with losing causes, 
such as the unicameral legislature, when 
other people are too tired or too lazy to care. 
Mrs. Loeb had that hardihood in good meas- 
ure, along with high intelligence and a deep 
love for St. Louis and Missouri. She also had 
a lively sense of public responsibility which 
drove her unsparingly into one public service 
after another. Without people like Tess Loeb, 
a community is stale and sterile; with them, 
it is blessed by an intangible vitality of the 
civic spirit. 


Worry About Closed Schools 


With the second semester of the academic 
year getting under way and schools in Vir- 
ginia and Arkansas still closed, the concern 
of locked-out pupils and their parents is be- 
coming more intense. They are especially 
worried about the difficulties ahead for those 
who want to go to college next fall—or, for 
that matter, in succeeding years. 

So there is talk now of some device which 
might induce colleges to ignore the lack of 
a year’s schooling. This is, incidentally, a 
confession that the substitute instruction re- 
ceived by some of these youngsters is not 
very impressive. As a matter of fact, the 
Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare 
last December warned high school seniors 
that they would face “serious obstacles.” 

One suggestion now being wishfully ad- 
vanced is that these pupils be given the bene- 
fit of something like the General Educational 
Development Test which was devised for 
mature World War II veterans who desired 
to go to college even though they had not 
completed their high school courses. Their 
case, however, was utterly different from that 
of the Virginia and Arkansas youngsters. Not 
only were the veterans entitled to special con- 
sideration because compulsory military serv- 
ice had interrupted their education, but years 
of experience gave many of them knowledge 
equivalent to that which they might have 
gained in school. It is difficult to see how 
the unfortunate victims of segregationist 
politicians could meet a similar test. 

Furthermore, the trend is toward stiffer 
entrance requirements. It would be a dis- 
service to the youngsters to pretend they 
are ready for higher education. The time 
they have lost cannot be made up, but schools 
can be opened to them again—and soon. If 
this is not done and disappointments come 
next fall, students and parents alike should 
know where to put the blame: on the poli- 
ticians who irresponsibly closed their schools. 


A ory Close Call 


The Republicans can thank their lucky 
stars. For they came within a hair of being 
abolished the other night. As that alert 
Capitol Hill reporter, Robert C. Albright, 
tells it in The Washington Post, only three 
Senators were in the upper chamber. Lausche 
of Ohio was presiding.

ters for driving, “because it will be 
impossible to enforce.”

Making driving while drinking a 
graded felony may or may not be an 
adequate deterrent, but it would 
have the effect of removing a lot of 
potential killers from behind the 
driver’s wheel. 

And with that should go a reli- 
able chemical test for determining 
the extent of intoxication. Existing 
law governing drunken driving is 
virtually impossible to enforce. Dif- 
ferent individuals react differently 
to alcohol. Chemical tests are re- 
liable, we understand. 

Racing on highways is always dan- 
gerous. It’s bad enough that those 
brainless drivers risk their own necks 
in madman fashion; it’s infinitely 
worse that they risk the lives of 
everyone they meet or pass. Any 
law that can deter or even merely 
punish is more than justifiable. 


As for the Highway Commission 
establishing regulations for highways 
where they pass through cities and 
towns—well, there may be some com- 
munities, some safety-conscious cit- 
izens, who would object, but surely 
they'll be in a decided minority. 


Altogether, it is a commendable 
package of recommendations, surely 
worth conscientious study and pos- 
sibly full enactment.

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.(AP)— 
The Presbytery of New York 
is setting up a network of 
branch churches Services will 
be conducted in store-front 
chapels and living rooms.

One round man met another, 
bigger and rounder, in the 
lobby of Detroit's Sheraton- 
Cadillac Hotel the day of the 
p rofessional 
basketball all- 
star game.

The larger 
one had asim- 
ilar thought. 
“Yeah.” he 
said, “I was

Finally recognition dawned 
and Bernie Ebert, trainer of 
the Hawks, fell into the bear- 
hug of Nicholas (Red) Jones, 
former American League 
umpire. Sam Muchnick would 
be happy to have such size 
and enthusiasm among his 
wrestlers. 


It was understandable that 
Jones couldn't see in Ebert's 
bulky bundle the once-trim 
young man who was field 
announcer for the Browns 
before they left St. Louis. 
Bernie could be excused even 
more for not recognizing the 
ex-umpire, now 272 pounds. 

Fortunately, though he has 
gained so much weight, Jones 
54, hasn't lost his familiar 
raspy voice and sense of 
humor 

A good-will ambassador 
for a Detroit brewery, Red 
was told he looked more like 
a braumeister than a sales- 
man. He grinned. ‘“‘Maybe,” 
he said, “but it’s more fun 
now hustling full bottles of

ones.” 
He'd just come from a 


bar, Jones said. The tavern 
owner had poured a skimpy 
glass of draught beer for a 
customer, who wanted to 
know how many half-barrels 
the place sold in a month.

Miss McKenna’s special glow has been shed impar- 
tially in Ireland, England and America. In Ireland, she was 
with the Abbey Theater for three years. “I made a little 
film recently about the Abbey Theater, a documentary, a 
tribute. A lot of us who had been with the Abbey Theater 
appeared and just reminisced—Barry Fitzgerald, Maureen 
Delaney, Sean O’Casey.” 

The Abbey Players are now playing in the Queen's 
Theater, which was built for melodrama, while their own 
theater is being rebuilt. “I think the acting is still good,” 
she said, “but there aren’t any young writers. In the early 
great days, it was an author’s theater and they evolved a 
style of acting for their plays. The authors were the im- 
portant ones. From the very first it was tremendously 
brave theater. The very opening night was ‘Spreading the 
News’ by Lady Gregory. After that every play became 
controversial.” 


As for “What Every Woman Knows,” a mon- 
strously sentimental valentine to women who ma- 
nipulate their husband’s careers without ever ap- 
pearing to, Miss McKenna admitted that: “If 
played quaintly, it won’t hold up. Barrie is out of 
fashion. ‘What Every Woman. Knows’ should be 
played for comedy. But Maggie says things that 
we know very well. She has something for a man 
in all her plainness.” 


What, I asked her, would she really like to do on tele- 
vision? 

“I've always wanted to do ‘St. Joan’ on television. I 
did a bit on the BBC in London,” she said. Her “St. Joan” 
by Shaw has won roars of approval on both sides of the 
Atlantic. However, just as she was ready to do it here, 
Julie Harris scored a triumph as St. Joan in “The Lark” 
and the feeling got about that the public might have had 
enough of St. Joan for one season. 

“T’ like to do an O’Casey play on TV, too. I don’t 
care which one. ‘Shadow of a Gunman’ would be nice 
because it’s short and it wouldn’t have to be cut.” 

Miss McKenna has played in most of O’Casey’s great 
plays, including “Juno and the Paycock” and “The Plough 
and the Stars.” “Also I'd like to do an original for tele- 
vision. I’ve never done anything new on television—al- 
ways revivals of old plays.” 

The differences in technique she found fairly sweep- 
ing: “You should think your part almost rather than act 
it. The cameras come so close. In the theater you have to 
scale it up to be understood. There's a lack of focus there. 
But on TV you must scale it way down. On television we 


can really literally talk to people, to one person at home.”

How U.S. Impressed Igor Moiseyev

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26. 


AMONG THE THINGS in the 
United States that impressed 
Igor Moiseyev, leader of the 
Soviet dance group, were the 
vitality of New York, the dy- 
namism of the American thea- 
ter, the fun of Disneyland, the 
variety of drug stores, and a 
kiss from Marlene Dietrich. 

All this he reported to an au- 
dience of 600 actors, dancers, 
musicians and writers in Mos- 
cow on Dec. 11 following his 
return from a three-month tour 
of the United States. 


The warm and approving 
tone of his three-and-one-half 
hour talk on “The Cultural 
Life of America” at a meet- 
ing of the House of Actors 
sponsored by the Union of 
Soviet Friendship Societies 
with Foreign Countries has 
delighted executives of the 
American entertainment in- 
dustry and encouraged their 
belief in the value of the 
United States - Soviet ex- 
change agreement under 
which the Soviet dancers vis- 
ited this country. 

According to an account re- 
ceived by the New York Times, 
Moiseyev began by saying he 
would concentrate on the posi- 
tive and leave the United States 
shortcomings to the people “re- 
sponsible for such things.” ' 

At the troupe’s first appear- 
ance at the Metropolitan Opera 
House in New York he waited 
anxiously in the wings for the 


moment when Russian audi- 
ences would normally break 
into their first applause. ““Would 


American audiences react in the 
same way?” he asked himself. 
Just at the right instant the 
American audience burst into 
applause and cheers. At that 
moment, said Moiseyev, he felt 
happily that the show was “in 
the bag.” 

Quoting from favorable re- 
views in the New York Times 
and New York Herald Tribune, 
he commented on the cordiality 
with which he and the mem- 
bers of the group were received 
at performances and in private. 
Particularly pleasing to him, 
he said, was their reception in 
the Shrine auditorium in Los 
Angeles where, after the per- 
formance, American movie stars 
formed an honor guard between 
which the Moiseyev dancers 
walked out amidst applause and 
cheers. 

In New York he found the 
tempo of life so infectious that 
after a few days he found him- 
self running everywhere in- 
stead of walking. Admitting he 
had never experienced anything 
like it, he hurriedly added that 
he didn’t like all aspects. The 
sirens of the police cars, ambu- 
lances and fire trucks he found 
a nerve-wracking reminder of 
wartime air raids. Glaring, 
gaudy advertisements offended

him and, he reported, height- 
ened his sales resistance. 


Moiseyev seemed to take 
pleasure in telling his audience 
there were restaurants of near- 
ly every nationality in New 
York. He noted the great va- 
riety of goods available in 
stores at reasonable prices, and 
remarked about the American 
drug stores: “You have always 
heard that you could buy many 
things in an American ‘apothe- 
cary, but would you believe 
that you can éat whole meals 
there, that you eould buy food, 
toys, household goods and things 
that have nothing to do with 
medicine?” 

He admired also the Ameri- 
can highway system, which he 
found more marvelous than the 
German. “I was on the seventh 
floor of my hotel,” he said, 
“looking out of the window and 
saw cars whizzing right past 
my window on the upper sec- 
tion of a multi-level highway.” 

Moiseyev remarked that he 
had always heard the United 
States did not have much to 
offer in contemporary drama. 
This, he explained, is com- 
pletely wrong. New York and 
other cities offer a great va- 
riety of theatrical art that is 
both dynamic and contempo- 
rary, he said. 


Two musicals impressed him: 
“West Side Story” and “My 
Fair Lady.” These, he thought, 
were the type of American pro- 
duction that should be seen in 
Moscow. 

By contrast, he found “The 
Music Man” lacking in message 
and was somewhat disappoint- 
ed by “Othello” at the Metro- 
politan. 

What he saw of individual 
American dancers led Moi- 
seyev to believe that “the 
foundation for an American 
school of ballet had been laid.” 

On the whole he did not care 
for American movies, “The Ten 


Every Time 


Commandments” bored the 
group, he said. But the “Young 
Lions” pleased him. He called 
the story “anti-fascist” and the 
camera work and Marlon Bran- 
do’s portrayal of a young Ger- 
man officer “absolutely first 
class.” 


After a New York per- 
formance, he said a _ well- 
dressed, middle-aged but still 
beautiful woman came to 
him backstage and asked if 
she might kiss him. He said 
“Please,” was kissed and 
then asked her name. She 
replied in a deep and sonor- 
ous voice, “My name is Mar- 
lene Dietrich.” This brought 
a gasp of recognition from 
the lecture hall. 


Later, Moiseyev related, he 
felt his romantic instinct dis- 
illusioned when he was hand- 
ed a theater program con- 
taining an ad showing Mar- 
lene Dietrich in a slinky 
dress holding in her hand a 
glass of beer. 


His most enthusiastic com- 
ments were on American mu- 
sical life. Every sizable city, he 
said, has a symphony. The 
superb musicianship and dis- 
cipline of the individual artists 
made it possible for different 
orchestras to give his dancers 
satisfactory accompaniment 
even though they had received 
unfamiliar scores only on the 
morning of the performance. 


Describing the many muse- 
ums he visited, with fine col- 
lections of everything from 
Rembrandt to French moderns, 
he implied Americans were 
able to enjoy a rich cultural 
life. His only complaint was 
that many private owners in- 
sisted on keeping their collec- 
tions together so that they 
could not be arranged in logi- 
cal order by the museums.

F. Beverly Kelley Has Spent Life in Theater, Wrote 4 Books, Publicized March of Dimes

DELAWARE, O., Jan. 26. 

TO PEOPLE who think of a 
circus press agent as a man 
in a loud suit with a diamond 
stickpin, F. Beverly Kelley, the 
new manager of the St. Louis 
Municipal Opera, is going to 
be a sore disappointment. 

Kelley, better known as 
“Bev” to people in show busi- 
ness all over the country, is 
a tall, quiet, dignified man who 
looks as though he might well 
be a professor of English at 
Ohia Wesleyan University, a 
well known school — just a 
stone’s throw from his house 
— which he himself attended, 
and which he has since servea 
for 10 years as a member of 
the college board. 

When he walks down the 
main street of his home town 
of Delaware, population 13,- 
000 when school is going on, 
he is probably the least con- 
spicuous man on the street 
and his fellow citizens probably 
have a hard time associating 
him with anything as glamor- 
ous as Ringling Brothers-Bar- 
num’ and Bailey circus, or 
Broadway shows. 

Of course people who know 
better are now aware that to- 
day’s publicity man is a pro- 
fessional man, in a manner of 
speaking, and quite likely to 
be a pillar of the community. 
It is here that Kelley fits into 
the picture. He directs the 
town’s Red Cross campaign and 
serves on various boards and 
committees. 

The new manager of the 
opera is 53 years old. He 
stands six feet tall, his dark 
hair is turning gray, he has a 
relaxed, easy-going and friend- 
ly manner and a quiet sense 
of humor. He dresses casual- 
ly, usually in slacks and sports 
jacket, and gives the impres- 
sion of being more at home on 
the main street of Delaware 
than on Broadway. 

Delaware Is a homey looking 
town and the Kelleys live on a 
homey looking street with fair- 
ly old but well kept frame 
houses surrounded by beautiful 
shade trees. The house looks 
across at a wooded area in 
which are some of the build- 
ings of Ohio Wesleyan. 


The Kelleys have been 
married for 29 years, have 
four children and one 
granddaughter. A_ publici- 
ty man’s job such as his 
keeps him away from home a 
good part of every year and 
a favorite family joke is the 
fact that every few years the 
old ladies of the town used 
to circulate the rumor that 
Bev Kelley had left his wife. 

As a matter of fact it would 
be hard to find a more de- 
voted and congenial couple. It 
was a romance that started in 
the second grade. All through 
grade school and high school 
they ran around together in 
the same crowd, and in college 
settled down to going steady. 

“She sat at a desk in the 
corner by the _ blackboard,” 
Kelley reminisced, “and if I 
walked into that second grade 
room today I could go straight 
to the desk where she sat.” 
Driving around town, he 
pointed to a church. “We were 
married there,” he said, “near- 
ly 30 years ago.” 

Mrs. Kelley, whose maiden 
name was Stephens, is an in- 
terior decorator and the Kelley 
home bears testimony to her 
abilities. 1t is furnished in a 
pleasing combination of con- 
temporary and antique furni- 
ture. A feature of the library 
is a collection of framed old 
theater playbills which Kelley 
has picked up in the course of 
his travels. 

Kelley’s father came _ to 
Delaware many years ago and 
started the Kelley-Blair furni- 
ture store, which is still in the 
family. His father is dead, his 
mother is 83 years old. 

Kelley's indoctrination into 
show business came during 
high school days when he got 
a job as an usher in the town 
movie house, the Strand, still 
ddéing business at the same 
piace. “My idols were Norma 
Talmadge, Wally Reid and 
Mary Pickford,” he recalls. 

But the movies didn’t do for 
him what the Delaware Opera 
House did. When he saw his 
first stage show, “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin,” he got.the fever. The 
movies were shadows, this was 
the real thing. 

“I remember, they didn’t 
really use bloodhounds,” he re- 
calls. “They weren't impressive 
enough. They used great 
danes. And the most coveted 
job among the boys in town 
was leading the great danes in 
the parade before the show.” 
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KELLEY, 53 years old, has had many years of experience 


in show business as publicist’ for 


arnum-Bailey-Ringling 


Brothers Circus and as advance man for Broadway shows 
on tour. 


Kelley never got to do it 

He also worked in various 
stores around town and in the 
summer he worked on farms 
near Delaware. In college he 
was interested in dramatics, 
worked on the school paper, in 
his senior year was president 
of the student body. 

As for the Glee club, he 
couldn't sing too well, so he 
became its manager. In 1927 
he took them to Europe on 
tour. “Of course anyone 
can take a glee club to Eu- 
rope,” he laughed. “The trick 
is to get it back.” They made it 
back, however, and had a little 
money left over. 


Since school days 
spent 10 years, off and on, as 
a member of the college board. 
He succeeded Branch Rickey, 
a friend of the family, and one 
of the school’s illustrious grad- 
uates. “There have always 
been Rickeys here in Dela- 
ware,” Kelley explained. “In 
fact, at one time there were 
Rickeys in the college uninter- 
ruptedly for 20 years.” 

Kelley’s father attended the 
same school, as did his son, 
Stephen. All three are mem- 
bers of Sigma Chi fraternity. 

After graduation from col- 
lege, Kelley decided he wanted 
to be a newspaper man. But 
he admits now that even then 
there was that yen for the 
theater in the back of his mind. 
He worked a year for the In- 
dianapolis Times. Indianapolis 
in those ‘days used to have a 
lot of show people. Vaudevil- 
lians spent their off seasons 
there and same small circuses 
wintered there. Kelley spent 
a lot of his time with them. 

Clarence Darrow came to 
Indianapolis on a tour in which 
he debated the prohibition is- 
sue. When he left town young 
Kelley went with him, as his 
public relations man. He 
traveled with Darrow for near- 
ly a year, then he sat down one 
day and wrote a letter to John 
Ringling North, head of Ring- 
ling Brothers-Barnum and Bail- 
ey, and asked for a job on the 
publicity staff. 

He’s not quite sure why yet, 
“but they took a chance on 
me.” He joined them in April, 
came home and got married in 
June. The pair spent their 
honeymoon traveling with the 
circus. Later, when his son, 
Stephen, and his daughter, 
Patricia, were 9 and 7 years 
old, they and their mother 
spent a couple of years with 
the circus and Kelley wrote a 
book about it, called “Circus 
Holiday.”

Through the years Kelley has | 


written four books, perhaps the 
best known being “Clown,” the 


story of Emmett Kelly, one of | 


Bev Kelley's best friends. He 
has also written stories for 
Colliers, thé Saturday Evening 
Post, Adventure and other mag- 
azines, dealing with circus life. 

Sometimes Kelley would 
spend his winters in Delaware, 
sometimes he would go out 
ahead of a Broadway show. 


One winter he spent at home | 


he inaugurated and helped start 
the Delaware County Fair, 
which is now a big annual af- 
fair and included in the grand 
circuit of pacing races. 

He was president of the fair 
for a number of years, ran it 
and booked the shows, He still 
serves as a director. 

One winter in the early ‘30s, 
when the circus was in winter 
quarters, Kelley went out as 
publicity man with the road 
show of “Green Pastures.” He 
brought the show to St. Louis, 
and that was when he first met 
Paul Beisman, the ‘late Muny 
Opera»manager, whom Kelley 
has been named to succeed. 


The show did a good busi- 
ness in St. Louis, and Beisman 
and Kelley booked it into 
Springfield, Mo. Due to a 
combination of a blizzard and 
other circumstances, they lost 
their shirts. But they became 
good friends, and the friend- 
ship endured through the years. 

In 1942 the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis 
called Kelley.in. They had had 
a bad year in 1941. In fact, 
they had only taken in about 
$150,000. They asked him to 
direct the March of Dimes 
campaign. 

“I called in some other cir- 


cus men,” Kelley recalled, “and @

In 1945 he was put in charge 
of all Ringling Brothers-Bar- 
num and Bailey publicity— 
press, radio and television. He 
had a staff of seven men under 
him and a lot of work to do, 
so he had to give up the March 
of Dimes. 

Kelley looks back on cir- 
cus days with some nostalgia. 
And on some of the publicity 
coups he put across. His big- 
gest was when he got a string 
of white horses and a steam 
calliope into the inaugural 
parade for Harry Truman in 
1948. 


“Of course all -publicity ma- 
terial was supposed to be cov- 
ered up in the parade,” he 
explained. “The name of the 
circus was in big red and gold 
letters across the top of the 
calliope. They gave me a lot 
of bunting and party emblems 
to put over the circus name 

“But you know,” he said with 
a grin, “I don’t know to this 
day who stole that bunting.”

“The strength of the Muny 
Opera lies not only in the fact 
they have good shows, well 
presented, but in the fact the 
city has so much pride in the 
thing. Every time I come to 
St. Louis [I feel that great 
undercurrent of municipal pride 
in the Muny Opera. 

“I think the foremost job in 
such a theater, and a*job they 
have always done, is to send 
people home happy. Not just 
send them home.” 

Kelley is at present winding 
up a tour with the musical 
show, “The Music Man.” He 
will come to St. Louis to take 
over his new job March Il.

LOOK for a new Style in 
United States space rockets. 
‘ The tall, slim rockets used 
in our early satellite launch- 
ings are on the way out. The 
shorter, stubby appearance is 
the look of the future. 

Instead of three- and four- 
stage rockets to launch §satel- 
lites and space probes, more 
and more two-stage vehicles 
will be in the news. 


Vanguard had three stages, 
the Explorers had four. The 
Air Force Pioneer lunar rock- 
ets were also three-stage af- 
fairs. While expediency will 
dictate the continued use of 
multiple rockets in the im- 
mediate future, soon our sat- 
ellites and probes will be 
launched with two- -Stage rock- 
et systems. 


Only now are we begin- 
ning to appreciate the fact 
the Russians’ Sputnik 
launchers were probably two- 
stage rockets. 


The highly efficient two- 
stage vehicle allowed the Rus- 
sians to put large payloads in 
the sky. It also saved them 
some of the heartbreaking 
troubles which plagued our 
engineers in their first at- 
tempts at satellite launchings.

ings was a 500,000 pound 
thrust rocket for the first 
stage and an 80,000 pound 
thrust rocket for the second. 
This combination gave opti- 
mum results and now our en- 
gineers are working toward the 
same goal. 


_Engineers point out seven 
advantages in the stubby two- 
stage rocket systems. 

The first is obvious. In a 
two-stage vehicle there is only 
one separation mechanism that 
must function instead of two 
or three. 

We lost Explorer V, remem- 
ber, because the first stage 
rammed into the second at 
separation time. Less concern 
about separation means greater 
reliability, with the tip-over 


danger reduced. 


Another advantage is that 
only one stage must be ignited 
at high altitudes—at best a dif- 
ficult problem—instead of two 
or three. In the launchings in 
this country we have lost at 
least two satellites because of 
ignition failure. 

A two-stage vehicle also 
calls for less servicing in the 
field. There are less propel- 
lants to load. A faster take-off 
sequence is. possible. And a 
two-stage vehicle has less 
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trouble with temperature vari- | 
ations. 


Three-stage vehicles are 
tall, frail-looking structures. 
With the shorter two-stage 
vehicle, the flexure ‘(that is, 
bending tendencies) is ré- 
duced. 


* Satellite launchers are al- 
ways subject to wind at take- 
off time. Naturally this affects 
a short vehicle less than a tall | 
one. 

The long-burning second | 
stage of the two-stage vehicle | 
can be better controlled and 
guided during its flight path. 

And finally, the big second 
stage can be more easily tracked | 
than a tiny third stage. 

Thus the ideal design for a 
satellite launching is the two- 
stage configuration. The prime 
example of this design was the 
four and one-half ton Atlas put 
into orbit Dec. 18. | 

We have heard of launchings | 
combining the Thor and Van- 
guard, the Polaris and Van- 
guard and the Atlas and Hus- 
tler. It is almost certain that | 
with the new giant first stages | 
available, there are other com- 
binations which can put heavy 
payloads in the sky, using but

Vignettes of History 


The swift and graceful clipper ships began operating along in the 1830's, when the steamship 
was already engaged in transoceanic voyages. The clippers, being faster than the early steam- 
ships, for many years dominated ocean traffic to the far places of the globe. Baltimore and 
Boston shipyards were among early builders of the clippers. In the 1850's, New York City's 
East River piers attracted spectators who found excitement in watching the clippers set off for 
India, Java, China—er around the Horn to California. While some of the swiftest of the clippers 
were built after 18460, the improved steamship of that decade gradually took over and the clipper 
and the sailing ship vanished from the seas. (These vignettes do not necessarily pertain to the 
daily purzies.)

Indian Grass Houses ’

THERE I8 a widespread im- 
pression that American In- 


dians, in general, lived in 
tents. That is only an impres- 
sion. Indians had many kinds 


of homes, and tents were in 
the minority. 

On the western plains, the 
tent or tepee (p 
TE or TEP-ee) was most 
pop . Ofter the tents were 
transported from one place to 
another while hunters were 
following buffalo herds. 

Even on the plains, there 
were Indian dwellings of other 
types. Some huts were made 
from pleces of sod, and others 
were “grass houses.” 


The Wichita Indians were 
among those whe built grass 
houses. These tribesmen (whe 


If you could go back and 
watch a Wichita grass house 
being built, this is about what 
you would see: 


The Indians would mark out smok 


a circle roughly 30 feet in 
diameter. Then they would put 
eight posts in the ground, 
along the line of circle, 
with equal spaces between.
